Armed Groups Attack Army on Tanzania Border

[FBIS Translated Excerpt] Armed groups attacked the 
Rumandari military position, in Giteranyi Commune, in 
the northeast of Muyinga Province, early yesterday. The 
toll was several dead and injured on the attackers’ side, 
and one soldier killed and five injured on the side of the 
regular forces. Jean-Claude Nzigamye of the BURUNDI 
NEWS AGENCY in the province has more details. 


[Begin Nzigamye recording] Yesterday at 0500 an armed 
group attacked the Rumandari military position in Git- 
eranyi commune, in the northeast of Muyinga Province. 
The toll was several dead and injured on the attackers’ 
side. On the side of the soldiers, one died and five were 
injured, according to Commander Augustin Sinday- 
ikengera, commander of Muyinga District. 


After the attack, the communique adds, other military 
forces were dispatched to reinforce the position. How- 
ever, the vehicle which transported them could not reach 
its destination as it was ambushed by the attackers and 
came under heavy fire. Two soldiers were slightly injured 
while another was killed. In the afternoon, another 
vehicle, which was trying to evacuate the injured, was 
also attacked leaving three soldiers slightly injured. Cur- 
rently, the five injured are at Muyinga Hospital, and are 
in a Satisfactory condition. 


It is worth recalling that this is not the first time that 
soldiers have been attacked in the sector. The Reman- 
dari sector is on the border with Tanzania. Attackers 
come to disrupt security then take refuge immediately in 
Tanzania. Several sources have said that the Rumandan 
sector and its surroundings are full of criminals from 
Gasorwe, Butihinda, and Gateranyi Communes in Muy- 
inga Province; Bwambarangwe, Busoni, and Gitobe 
communes in Kirundo Province; and Tangara Com- 
mune in Ngozi Province. In addition, there are those 
from Gitaramuka Commune in Karuzi Province. The 
criminals have created a village of their own on the 
border with Tanzania. Any visit by the administrative 
authorities or security forces sends them back to Tan-

Strike Begins; Grenades Explode Near Bujumbura

[FBIS Transcribed Text] Bujumbura, Feb 14 (AFP)—At 
least three grenades exploded on the outskirts of the 
Burundi capital Tuesday [14 February] as the Tutsi- 
dominated opposition launched a general strike to press 
for a new government, amid mounting ethnic tension. 


The three grenades were set off in the Ngagara district 
inhabited mainly by the Tuisi minority, apparently 
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aimed at dissuading residents from heading to work. It 
was not immediately known if there were any victims. 


Public transport was not running at the start of the morning 
and most workers remained at home. But people could head 
to work later in the day, as happened during the last strike 
called by the opposition early this month. 


With a tense Burundi at risk of a new bloodbath between 
its Hutu majority and Tutsi minority, the country’s 
supreme executive organ, the national security council, 
urged the people Monday night to ignore the opposition 
warning this weekend that it might call a strike. 


The council also ordered security forces to ensure that 
strikers prevented nobody from heading to work. 


The opposition is demanding the resignation of Prime 
Minister Anatoie Kanyenkiko, a moderate Hutu himself 
from the opposition ranks who heads a coalition govern- 
ment formed late last year to stave off the sort of mass 
violence that last year wracked Rwanda, its central 
African neighbour which has the same ethnic make-up. 


The crisis was sparked by Kanyenkiko’s refusal in 
December to heed the demands of his own mainly-Tutsi 
Union for National Progress (Uprona), the main oppo- 
sition party, to quit the government in response to a 
parliamentary crisis. 


In October 1993, about 50,000 people are estimated to 
have died in ethnic clashes in Burundi after the country’s 
first Hutu president, Melchior Ndadaye, was killed in a 
foiled military coup bid which the government survived. 


Outbreaks of strife have occurred several times since. 


Tuesday’s strike call came as the capital prepared to host an 
international conference on Rwandan and Burundi refu- 
gees, organized by the office of the UN High Commissioner 
for Refugees and the Organization of African Unity. 


The three-day conference was officially due to open 
Wednesday. 


The north of Burundi is particularly explosive, housing huge 
camps of displaced Burundians as well as Rwandan refugees 
who fled the ethnic carnage there between April and June 
last year, when an estimated 500,000 people died.

[FBIS Translated Text] In Burundi a showdown begins 
today between the government and the opposition which 
recently called for an indefinite general strike. The move 
is to protest the attitude of the government represented 
by President Sylvesire Ntibantunganya and Prime Min- 
ister Anatole Kanyenkiko, whose resignation is 
demanded by the opposition. Reacting to this general 
strike call, the Burundian National Security Council, 
made up of members from the majority and opposition, 
has called on the people not to heed the call. Also, the 
security forces have been called on to do everything 
possible to ensure that nobody is prevented by the 
strikers from working. 


Charles Mukasi, the chairman of the Union for National 
Progress [Uprona] and initiator of the strike, has 
explained to our correspondent, Mohamed Issoufou Sal- 
iou, that he is only asking for respect for the provisions 
contained in the agreement signed with the government. 
Let us listen to Mr. Mukasi: 


[Begin recording] [Mukasi] We have negotiated an agree- 
ment with the government, and everybody was satisfied 
with it. Today, we are asking that this agreement be 
implemented in the Burundian people’s interest. I think 
that everybody has understood this message, but if there 
are still some people who have not, perhaps it is because 
they have a different objective. 


Uprona’s defeat in the general elections has not been a 
disaster, because that is the democratic game. We have 
been defeated in the elections, and it was quite clear. We 
have accepted our defeat, but what is unacceptable is 
that the country be ruled contrary to what we agreed on, 
that is the agreement signed with the government. 


Actually, we are not asking for anything new. The 
opposition’s quota is known, and Uprona will not ask for 
more than the share allocated to the opposition. Apart 
from the quota allocated to us, we are only demanding 
that the state affair be ruled in accordance with the 
agreement reached with the government, and we want 
everybody to respect it. I think that Uprona has no other 
objective. Maybe, there is some misinterpretation, and 
that cannot be tolerated. 
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[Saliou}] Can you tell us how long this strike will last? 


{[Mukasi] Of course, it will last until a new government is 
formed. It is clear that in general this government is not 
accepted, and I think that it is not the party’s chairman 
who is manipulating some activists. They have their 
feelings and express them, and I think that like everyone 
I am of the same view. [end recording] 


Uprona Ally Explains Anti-Government Campaign

strike today to force the appointment of a new cabinet. The 
Burundian national security council, in which majority 
and opposition members are represented, urged people to 
ignore the strike call and asked security forces to take the 
necessary steps to ensure that strikers do not prevent 
anyone from working. The main opposition party, the 
Union for National Progress [Uprona], is spearheading the 
fight to force the cabinet change; it is being supported by 
several other smaller parties. According to Mathias Hiti- 
mana, chairman of the Reconciliation Party, an ally of 
Uprona, Uprona’s determination and opposition to the 
prime minister are very significant. Mr Hitimana was 
interviewed by Muriel Pomponne: 


[Begin recording] [Hitimana] What we are criticizing the 
government for is, first of all, favoring the Front for 
Democracy in Burundi [Frodebu] by failing to defend 
the opposition’s interests sufficiently, as requested by the 
convention. The main missions which we assigned to the 
government were first to reestablish peace However, 
disarming is not taking place. the appointment of diplo- 
mats from within the ranks of the opposition is not 
taking place while othe: democratic forces for change 
have already sent theirs. The appointment of governors 
has not taken place yet. 


{[Pomponne] What do you intend to do to bring down 
this government? 


[Hitimana] We issued an order to his party, Uprona, 
calling on it to withdraw its support, to resign. He 
refused. The prime minister said that he is above the 
parties, that he was appointed prime minister following 
a consensus. We know that a consensus cannot last 
forever. Therefore, we decided—and this is our right—to 
dismiss him by fair means or foul. [end recording]

Minister Anatole Kanyenkiko. A decision to stage a 
general strike was reached yesterday while two delega- 
tions, one from the UN Security Council and another 
from the EU, are in the capital, Bujumbura, to assess the 
magnitude of the political crisis. 


The indefinite strike may torpedo the holding of an 
international conference on assistance to refugees sched- 
uled to take place in Bujumbura on 15 February. Here is 
a report from our correspondent in Bujumbura, Celsius 
Nsengiyumva. 


[Begin Nsengiyumva recording] Charles Mukasi, the 
Uprona leader, remains adamant. After a lengthy 
meeting at his party’s headquarters, a meeting which was 
also attended by other opposition party members, 
Charles Mukasi issued a brief media release urging all 
Uprona supporters and those from all opposition parties 
to stop work with effect from 14 February, 13 February 
having been set aside to purchase stocks of food supplies, 
and to obtain reserves of cash. 


The Uprona leader’s call to go on strike is aimed at 
bringing down the prime minister and his government. 
On 8 February, the eight opposition political parties, all 
signatories of the government convention, signed a doc- 
ument which was sent to the head of state in which they 
stated that all opposit‘on political parties have issued a 
vote of no-confidence against Anatole Kanyenkiko, and 
that he should consequently be replaced without delay. 


Unfortunately, four presidents of the eight opposition par- 
ties have not yet decided whether to sign the document or 
not. As a result, the president of the Republic has sent the 
ball back into the opposition’s court, making it clear that, 
while waiting for them to agree, Anatole Kanyenkiko will 
remain prime minister, an indication which, of course, was 
received with anger by Uprona hardliners. 


It is worth noting that this new determination on the part 
of Uprona io bring down the prime minister and his 
government comes while a UN Security Council mission 
is in Burundi. In fact, the UN mission has been meeting 
various political officials and political party leaders, and 
urging them to respect the government convention. 
Under the current circumstances, therefore, Uprona’s 
call for a general strike can be seen as proof that both the 
party and the entire opposition are determined not to 
yield to anything or to anybody. [end recording]

Ex-Government Officials Said Promoting Violence

[FBIS Translated Excerpt] It has been very busy at 
Bujumbura Airport lately. Numerous representatives of 
international organizations are landing in the Burundian 
capital. They want to keep the country from slipping into 
a situation such as happened in Rwanda last year. The 
international community then proved to be incapable of 
avoiding the genocide of Tutsis. To a certain extent, 
Burundi is a second chance. [passage omitted] 


It can be dangerous, however, to call things by their 
naines in Central Africa, as the U.S. ambassador in 
Bujumbura experienced. When the Tutsi opposition 
party Uprona [Union for National Progress] organized a 
demonstration against Prime Minister Anatole Kanven- 
kiko last weekend, the demonstrators stopped in front of 
the U.S. Embassy where they chanted angry slogans 
against Ambassador Robert Kruger. 


Kruger had denounced the murder of some 70 civilians in 
Kayanza by individuals wearing uniforms of the Tutsi- 
controlled army. Shortly after that, he had issued a state- 
ment in which he lashed out at Uprona and at its leader 
Charles Mukasi, who had made a public appeal to oust the 
government, if necessary by force. The U.S. ambassador had 
warned not to overthrow the existing institutions. 


““Kruger’s statements created bad blood among the Tutsi 
population,” an inhabitant says. “People wonder why 
these Americans take the liberty of teaching the Burun- 
dians a lesson.” [passage omitted] 


The ethnic differences were stirred up even more by a 
leaked-out letter from Christian Sendegeya, former vice- 
chairman of parliament. Along with former Interior 
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Minister Leonard Nyangoma, Sendegeya went into exile 
to Zaire from where they are pursuing a radical Hutu 
Opposition policy against the government. The fact that 
Sendegeya, a Tutsi, sided with the ‘nost radical Hutus 
shows that the ethnic lines are arbitrarily traversed by 
power interests, both in Rwanda and in Burundi. 


People's Court 


Sendegeya and Nyangoma have the support of the so- 
called Hutu People’s Army, the Forces for the Defense of 
Democracy [FDD]. Government soldiers have recently 
come across a “parallel prison” run by this Hutu militia 
in the Kamenge district, a Hutu stronghold. Tutsis have 
allegedly been tortured and killed there. The existence of 
a genuine people’s court has also been reporied. 


From the letter Sendegeya addressed to the attorney 
general it appears that the arming of the Hutu population 
since 1993 has not been a spontaneous reaction, but that 
it was the result of a decision taken by Frodebu’s [Front 
for Democracy in Burundi] political bureau. It is a 
scenario that reminds us in an unpleasant way of 
Rwanda after October 1990, when the Habyarimana 
regime opted for popular defense as an ultimate weapon 
against the threat of the approaching Patriotic Front. 


““Sendegeya wanted to settle accounts with the presi- 
dent,” a Burundian observer says. ‘“‘He wanted to show 
that the same people who label him a devil right now are 
not the saints they pretend to be. and that they took this 
kind of decisions together back then.” 


A diplomat in Bujumbura stated that the letter, the 
authenticity of which is hardly questioned, does not 
mean that Frodebu has genocide plans after the example 
of Rwanda. “What should be emphasized most is that 
the government has opted for disarmament since last 
April. And that it is individuals like Sendegeya and 
Nyangoma who have chosen the path of armament.”

Rwanda is ready to cooperate with this 
international tribunal, so here we have similar views on 
the subject of eradicating impunity. 


There are no more clouds at the political level. so 
cooperation should start again in all sectors without 
hindrance. 


{De Courcelles] The Rwandan Government has just 
accused the international community of a degree of 
complicity with those who committed the genocide. anc 
is asking Mr. Butrus Butrus-Ghali to propose a suitable 
solution to the problem of the refugees in the camps. 
What do you mean by a suitable solution? 


[Gasana] Yes, we know that our Rwandan compatriots 
are being held hostage now by former troops, members 
of the militia, former politicians, who are using them as 
a kind of political shield, behind which they dig in, in 
order to hide from the world the crimes against 
humanity they committed when they were in power in 
Rwanda. We want these Rwandan refugees who have 
since become hostages to be released. This is why we are 
asking for the help of the international community. so 
that the repatriation operation for our compatriots can 
be carried out in the best possible way. 


[De Courcelles] How, specifically? 


[Gasana] Specifically, as the Nairobi communique says 
quite clearly, as a first stage, the members of the militias, 
the former troops and former politicians, have to be 
separated from the rest of the people. We realize that some 
of our people crossed the border becz e they were afraid 
of the shooting that they heard, or because they were 
forced by the former politicians, the former troops, and 
members of the militias to cross the border, and thus 
became the hostages of these people. So first of all, they 
have to be separated in order to avoid the cases of 
intimidation and murder that we have seen in the camps, 
so that later, at a second stage, our refugees can be brought 
to the Rwandan border, to a security corridor. so that the 
former troops and members of the militia do not set an 
ambush and so that they can be received at the border by 
troops from the Rwandan Army and from Unamir (United 
Nations Assistance Mission to Rwanda], which, as you 
know, is 5,600 men strong in Rwanda. 


[De Courcelles}] And until that has been done, you think 
that the international community is acting in complicity 
with those who carried out the genocide, as the govern- 
ment has just said? 


[Gasana] Well, I think that when you see what the 
international community has done since the genocide 
started in Rwanda—well, the international community 
is made up of many different parts: there are the non- 
governmental aid organizations, who have done a great 
deal of work, so we cannot talk about the international 
community as a global entity—but we are expecting 
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much more important gestures from the international 
community, in the sense of the United Nat‘ons, so that 
the United Nations can help us come to the aid of these 
people who are being held hostage, so that they can 
return home. [end record'ng] 


Ex-Radio Station Chief's Role in Genocide Noted

instigators of the Rwandan genocide is currently taking 
refuge in Cameroon—namely, Ferdinand Nahimana, 
who was close to the late President Habiyarimana. His 
radio station [Radio Mille Collines] called for the Tutsi 
massacre and was also responsible for the anti- Belgian 
campaign. Our French colleagues have met Ferdinand 
Nahimana in Cameroon. Jean-Pierre Martant reports: 


[Begin recording] [Martant] [Video shows images of 
Nahimana walking in a city identified by screen caption 
as Yaounde, Cameroon] Ferdinand Nahimana is one of 
the main persons responsible for the genocide of Tutsis 
and Rwandan opposition persons. After a stay in France, 
he has taken refuge in Cameroon, unpunished. That is 
where our French colleagues have met him. 


Ferdinand Nahimana was the director of Radio Mille 
Collines, the radio which killed, which instigated the 
machete murderers. Since 1990. initially from the Infor- 
mation Ministry and afterwards via Radio Mille Collines 
broadcasts, he has continually called for the extermina- 
tion of the Tutsis. [passage omitted of recording from 
Radio Mille Collines} 


As Radio Mille Collines director. Ferdinand Nahimana 
was also responsible for the anti-Belgian campaign, so in 
a certain sense also for the death of the Belgian Blue 
Helmets. One million Rwandans were massacred. Nahi- 
mana together with people from Habiyarimana’s entou- 
rage had planned this genocide. He is the Rwandan 
Goebbels. Before the cameras, he denies everything. 


[Nahimana, identified by screen caption as Radio Mille 
Collines director] If there were instigations to murder, 
then people have to show them. [passage omitted of 
incriminating recording from Radio Mille Collines} 


{Martant] Ferdinand Nahimana is one of the suspects 
wanted by Rwandan Justice and by the UN International 
Court of Justice. The Rwandan state demands that 
justice be done. 


[Denis Polisi, identified by screen caption as Rwandan 
ambassador to Belgium] For Nahimana’s case in particular 
[words indistinct], we again urge the international commu- 
nity that he be arrested. I think that they are obliged to do so 
if they have signed the protocol ugreements on the genocide, 
which they did. If they do not arrest these people whose 
whereabouts are known and against whom evidence is held 
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that they were responsible for the genocide, it would boil 
down to veritable complicity. 


[Martant] Why does Cameroon not arrest Ferdinand 
Nahimana? We have not yet received an answer to this 
question. But Nahimana was not the only one. Among, 
his Radio Milie Collines colleagues was a Belgian, 
Georges Ruggiu. Belgian justice seems to have forgotten 
all about him. Ruggiu is currently ruling a refugee camp. 
And that is not all. Recently Belgium has gianted polit- 
ical refugee status to Serafin (Ruabukumba), a Radio 
Mille Collines administrator and former President Hab- 
yarimana’s brother in law. The Rwandan genocide took 
place almost one year ago, and none of those responsible 
has been judged or even been arrested. [end recording]

Security Force Enters Rwandan Refugee Camp

The first elements of a 1,500-strong Zairean security 
force eniered the sprawling Rwandan refugee camp here 
Sunday [12 February], starting a UN mission to end 
violence and intimidation in the camp. 


The UN High Commissioner for Refugees, Sadako 
Ogata, watched 150 troops take up positions and urged 
them to protect refugees and international relief workers 
threatened by Hutu militia leaders seeking to control 
more than a million refugees sheltering in Goma and 
another camp at Bukavu in eastern Zaire. 


Ogata, however, stressed that the Zairean force would not 
try to separate the refugees from former soldiers. “This is 
not a force that is going to divide people, but a humanitarian 
law and order maintenance force,” she said. 


Zaire agreed Friday to deploy the force to tighten secu- 
rity and assist UN aid officials in carrying out their 
mandate in the camps. The deal followed complaints 
from aid agencies who accused Zaire of allowing Hutu 
militias, which fled Rwanda !ast year after Tutsis seized 
power in a ferocious civil war, to gain sway in the camps. 


Admiral Mavua Mudima, Zaire’s deputy prime minister 
in charge of defence, who also watched the troops enter 
the camp, said it was the first time that troops of a 
national army had been used for a humanitarian mission 
in their own country under the UN banrier. 


“This is a test and a challenge in which you will have to 
look up to international opinion, which never ceases to 
criticises us,” Mudima told the security force. 


Carol Faubert, the UNHCR’s special envoy, said it had 
not been decided whether to arm the soldiers, who were 
given mustard-coloured UN uniforms and their salary of 
three dollars a day.

Two thirds of the force will be deployed in Goma, which 
shelters about 800,000 refugees from Rwanda, and the 
rest will go to Bukavu, which houses an estimated 
300,000. 


In Rwanda, meanwhile, a UN Security Council delega- 
tion arrived Sunday from Burundi to discuss peace and 
national reconciliation with Rwandan leaders, according 
to Rwandan radio monitored by the BBC in Nairobi.

Are 
they afraid that the plea has no basis and that they have to 
work by means of political pressure and demands to ensure 
that the judiciary should make its ruling in the way that the 
UDPS [Union for Democracy and Social Progress] and its

Millions of Banknotes Printed in Argentina

ister, Kengo wa Dondo has been confronted on a number 
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of occasions with the arrival of a massive cargo of bank 
notes from Argentina. For a time, these notes were 
claimed to be false. But they were soon confirmed as 
being perfectly valid and could therefore be legitimately 
exchanged. 


The Zairian Government tried to trace their origin and 
finally succeeded in tracking down the Argentine printer, 
a company by the name of Ciccone. 


This is a prominent private company over which the 
government has no control. The only way for Zaire to try 
and stop the printing of these notes ordered by the Bank 
of Zaire would be to dispatch an investigation commis- 
sion informing the Argentine judicial authorities. 


But rather than dispatching such a commission, last 
month the Zairian Government sent a delegation to 
Argentina and the other countries involved. 


This delegation met with the Argentine authorities and 
the owners uf the Ciccone printing firm. It seems that the 
latter is still in possession of 232 tonnes of paper money, 
comprising 50 million notes of 500 new zaires, weighing 
65 tonnes, plus notes of a lesser value. The printer has 
agreed to hand over everything in its possession to the 
Zairian Government, including the printing matrixes. 
The Argentine authorities claim that Ciccone is a prom- 
inent printing firm seeking to acquire a position on 
international note printing markets. It would conse- 
quently never have taken the risk of printing notes 
without a bona fide order. 


The Bank of Zaire was apparently short of funds and 
thus ordered these notes through intermediaries who 
advanced the necessary funds. At the center of this affair 
are three individuals, one Brazilian and two Lebanese. 
However, it is clear that they could not have placed an 
order without having obtained the necessary signatures, 
and from the governor of the Bank of Zaire in particular. 


At a time when Belgium has indicated in its Africa report 
that the Kengo government has not yet succeeded in 
gaining full control over the Bank of Zaire, the signifi- 
cance of the recent dismissal of the central bank gov- 
ernor now becomes very clear. If the use of practices of 
this kind is confirmed, it is easy to see just how impor- 
tant it is to have men you can trust at all levels of 
national finances. An option which has caused conster- 
nation in the opposition ranks, who accuse Kengo of 
placing his own men in such positions in order to benefit 
from his prime ministership.

Doctors Without Frontiers-Spain is the only organization 
still holding out in the Mogadishu inferno. Last Monday the 
groups of AICF [expansion not given], a French NGO, left 
for Nairobi. They invoked reasons of security: one of its 
members had finally been released after five weeks of 
kidnapping. They were the penultimate ones to leave. Right 
now the Spanish are ihe only ones left. 


The conditions of life have become almost unbearable. 
The bullets, the grenades, and the bombs which the 
mortars spit out have become just as much inhabitants of 
the city as the Somalis themselves. Threats, pressures, 
and blackmailing can be seen daily. Poverty reigns in 
Mogadishu and the white aid workers represent only 
bags full of money with legs in the eyes of the forever 
armed Somalis. 


And every time they have less choice. In the whole of 
Mogadishu only six westerners are left, of which five are 
white. One English woman living with a Somali family, 
an Italian protected by one of the city’s most powerful 
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clans, a female journalist from RAI, two members of 
Doctors Without Frontiers-Spain, and myself. 


There was a sixth one, but he died yester22;. It was 
another RAI journalist, Marcello Palmisano, who was 
killed while accompanying his partner Carmen Lasorzlla 


under the protection of the UN Troups’ evacuation. 


There are a lot more foreigners in Mogad:shu. Eight 
thousand, according to the latest official data. But those 
do not risk being kidnapped. They are the Blue Helmets 
of the United Nations still residing in Somalia (they will 
number thirty thousand), who for some time have lived 
entrenched in the port and in the airport. 


Another eight thousand soldiers from the United States, 
France, Great Britain, Pakistan, Malaysia, and Italy will 
protect the Blue Helmets during their withdrawal, which 
was initially scheduled for 31 March, but which has been 
brought forward to the first week of this month, due to 
the situation in Somalia deteriorating. 


Some of the 18 ships of the fleet of this international 
contingent have already started to arrive. The U/S. 
aircraft carriers Essex and Belleau Wood, varrying 2,600 
marines on board, have joined the two French battle- 
ships which have been anchored in the Mogadishu port 
for two weeks. Cobra combat helicopters and AC-130 
fighter aircraft are continuously flyirg over the city. The 
Somalia operation, which began in December 1992 
under the ironic name “restore hope”, already caused 
the deaths of 162 Blue Helmets.

{[FBIS Transcribed Text] Cape Town—Political parties 
seemed to be heading for a major clash this week over 
international mediation on constitutional issues, key 
negotiators warned yesterday. 


Differences over local government elections and the first 
batch of Constitutional Assembly reports are also likely 
to be pulled into the mediation row. 


The negotiators warned that the postelection “political 
honeymoon” between parties was under threat. 


A war of words had broken out between senior negotia- 
tors, Inkatha’s Sipho Mzimela and the NP’s [National 
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Party] Roelf Meyer, both on the three-man commiitee 
looking into the mediation issue. 


The committee, representing the ANC, NP and Inkatha 
Freedom Party, meets today to discuss mediation, but 
there is little hope it will reach agreement in time to 
report to Cabinet on Wednesday [15 February]. 


In Ulundi, Inkatha-aligned chiefs at the weekend reiter- 
ated their threat not to take part in local government 
elections “‘until and unless international mediation takes 
place and the kingdom of KwaZulu/Natal is restored”. 


Inkatha MPs said they had rejected the first batch of 
“substantive” reports from the Constitutional Assem- 
bly’s six public participation theme committees, which 
were to be debated .oday. 


Inkatha claimed the reports were not a fair reflection of 
the debates which took place in the theme committees, 
or of the submissions made. 


Inkatha constitutional adviser Mario Ambrosini said the 
reports “merely reiterated party positions and the constitu- 
tional principles which have to underpin the new constitu- 
tion”. The reports also lacked public input. he said. 


Correctional Services Minister Mzimela accused fellow 
committee member and Provincial Affairs and Consti- 
tutional Development Minister Meyer of trying to 
scupper mediation before it got off the ground. He 
accused Meyer of usurping the committee's brief by 
questioning whether mediation should proceed—in defi- 
ance of its endorsement by [President Nelson] Mandela, 
[Deputy President F.W.] De Klerk and [Inkatha leader 
Mangosuthu] Buthelezi. Mzimela also accused Meyer of 
raising “unnecessary obstacles” similar to those Meyer 
and ANC chief negotiator Cyril Ramaphosa raised at the 
failed first mediation attempt before the election. 


“I am not going to play Meyer’s dillydallying games an: 
more,” a defiant Mzimela said. The three party leaders 
would have to decide what to do nest. 


He described today’s mediation meeting as “the last 
chance” to find agreement before the committee had to 
report to Cabinet. 


Meyer yesterday rejected the accusations, saying his 
instructions from De Klerk were “to find the basis on 
which international mediation should take place” He 
agreed that it was not the committee's job to decide 
whether mediation should proceed. This was for Man- 
dela, De Klerk and Buthelezi to decide. 


The committee’s task was to reach agreement on the 
topics to be mediated and the positions of the three 
parties. Meyer accused Inkatha of “using the NP and 
ANC as a scapegoat because of the failure of mediation”. 


Mzimela warned of “serious repercussions” for the local 
elections in October if mediation failed to take place. He 
took strong exception to Meyer saying mediation and the 
‘ocal elections were not linked. According to Inkatha, 
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local elections could go ahead only once the pre-election 
agreement between Mandela, De Klerk and Buthelezi to 
proceed with mediation on outstanding constitutional 
issues—in particular the future of the Zulu monarchy-- 
was met. 


The DP [Democratic Party] and the Freedom Front have 
come out in support of international mediation on 
outstanding constitutional issues.

There is no doubt that mediation is the BIG, BIG story 
of the week, but the total silence suriounding it says as 
much about the decision as the decisior itself. For the 
fact of the matter is that the Cabinet’s decision was a 
very reluctant one forced on it by intense [FP [Inkatha 
Freedom Party] pressure over nearly a whole year, and as 
far as the non-IFP component of the Cabinet is con- 
cerned, the less fanfare about this capitulation the detter. 


Everyone knows the ANC and NP [National Party] had 
hoped mediation would die a quiet death. Well, it hasn’t. 
The real question now, however, is whether the ANC and 
NP will try to delay the implementation of the agreement 
both outside of and within the Constitutional Assembly 
itself. 


Actually, this is a foregone conclusion, given their total 
lack of honour over the past nine months—after all, the 
document that Mr Mandela and Mr de Kierk signed 
stated that mediation would resume “immediately after 
the elections’. So there’s little doubt that they're in not 
hurry to rush things now. If it took them nine months to 
agree to meet their obligations, it can be expected that 
messrs Meyer and Moosa will try every trick in the book 
to confuse and reopen issues that are perfectly clear and 
upon which agreement was reached before the elections. 


It is very unfortunate that the constitution making 
process is being manipulated in this fashion. The facts of 
the matter are extremely simple. After two years of 
having its inputs ignored at the World Trade Center, the 
IFP refused to accept the interim constitution, and 
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decided to exercise its democratic right not to participate 
in the elections until “outstanding” constitutional issues 
were resolved. 


Mediation was agreed upon to address this, and these 
issues remain as Outstanding now as they did before the 
elections, whatever the ANC and NP claim in the 
Constitutional Assembly. 


The mere fact that there is a Constitutional Assembly 
engaged in drafting the new constitution has no bearing on 
the fact that the three main parties had earlier agreed to 
determine the form of state (federalism being the key issue) 
through the mechanism of international mediation. 


Whether the ANC or the NP like the idea or not, this is 
what they agreed to when their Presidents signed on the 
bottom line, and as far as the IFP is concerned, they are 
bound to the agreen ent. There is simply no going back 
on their word. 


Interestingly, all the other parties have maintained a 
discrete silence on mediation through all the debate in 
the Constitutional Assembly, Constitutional Committee 
and Managenient Committee, refusirg to even comment 
on the issue, let alone take sides. 


Recently however, several parties in Cape Town have 
privately started to show an interest, and on Friday last 
week [3 February] at the party’s conierence, DP [Dem- 
ocratic Party] leader Tony Leon came out publicly in 
support of mediation. 


Others will perhaps follow suit which is to be welcomed, 
but regardless of this, the “-P will be not let up the 
pressure, and nor will the people of KwaZulu-Natal who 
have been so sac'ly betrayed by the ANC and the NP. 


Constitutional Assembly Faces 3 Problems

home—not least in National Party [NP] and Inkatha 
precincts—that the “‘sunset’’ clause negotiated at 
Kempton Park is precisely that. It is limited to the 
duration of the Government of National Unity (GNU), 
after which the likelihood is that majority rule will usher 
in a far more difficult period for those who want 
minority safeguards entrenched. 


The clause was an inspired intervention by the late Joe 
Slovo and had Nelson Mandela’s backing because it 
seemed to assuage white (and Zulu) fears of domination. 
But it is not a con\promise that stands much chance of 
being written into the new constitution. This is causing 
early tensions in the Constitutional Assembly (CA) and 
its various committees mandated to draft the new basic 
law of the country. 


The time scale for producing a draft constitution is 
already under stress. Much basic work—essentially hear- 
ings and responses to proposed elements of the constitu- 
tion—has been devolved upon six “theme” committees, 
which already find themselves floundering. 
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Rather like facing a syllabus, the committees have been 
assigned “blocks” of subjects that comprise their tasks, 
with a target date for completion at the end of June. The 
first block was not completed last week—technical assis- 
tance is not up to speed, apart from othgs confusions— 
and has been extended by two wes 


Continuing extensions »: n see the CA overshooting 
its deadlines and since its members are those of the 
National Assembly plus the Senate (490 in all), party 
obligations are going to become ever more pressing as 
the October local elections loom. Ministers and party 
leaders also have normal parliamentary functions to 
perform and there is no doubt that the CA’s committee 
work, however important, is tedious. 


Tedium is putting it mildly; the amo:nt of paperwork 
and reading required by the 180 members of the theme 
committees is staggering. However, it must be noted that 
they do not have to solve the big issues, merely identify 
them for political resolution by the CA as a whole. At 
present, three issucs have revealed themselves as being 
both problematic and potentially explosive: 


—The degree of federalism. This takes in not only the 
fraught questions of KwaZulu/Natal and the Volkstaat 
[Afrikaner homeland], but also the desire of the NP for 
maximum regional autonomy. In addition, over time, 
the regions are likely to assert their authority with 
greater force. 


The wrangle over housing between Slovo and Gauteng’s 
Tokyo Sexwale could have been an early portent of 
things to come. 


—Mandatory coalition. The NP wants to see the under- 
lying principles of the GNU—assembled on the basis 
of proportional representation—continued beyond 
the next national election, rather than lose more power 
in a winner-takes-all scenario. This is unlikely to be 
conceded and the NP’s threat to walk out of the GNU 
(over the issue of indemnity and after the spat between 
Mandela and F W de Klerk) is logically inconsistent. If 
that is the most the NP can threaten, it is a spent force. 


—cConstituency representation. The ANC has accepted 
this in principle, since it believes that parliamentar- 
ians must be responsive to their people. However, 
implementation is going to be a technical and political 
nightmare given the looming problems over the com- 
pilation of i voters’ roll and the demarcation of 
constituencies in an ethnic patchwork quilt. 


The American constitution was drawn up in about four 
months in 1787 to replace an earlier, looser agreement of 
the 13 states that had emerged from the war with Britain 
and which wished to bind together in a working arrange- 
ment that would safeguard democracy. It did not arise 
out of the need to pre-empt civil war, which came later, 
over the right of states to secede from the Union. There 
are marked differences to our constitutional process, 
which follows a formal cessation of civil conflict.

The Democratic Party’s chief negotiator, Colin Eglin, 
points out that both the draft constitution (due for 
publication on October 31) and the constitution itself 
can be adopted by the CA with a two-thirds majority. 
The process of constructing it is different to that which 
led to the accord at Kempton Park, since Codesa [Con- 
vention for a Democratic South Africa] and its succes- 
sors came after a war of liberation, which included 
sanctions and civil disobedience, and were essentially 
concerned with an orderly transfer of power. 


We now have majority rule and the constitution must 
resolve how best to apportion power and resources in the 
post-liberation era. Eglin points to the 34 principles in 
the interim constitution as embodying substantial areas 
of agreement. There can be dispute over words and 
interpretation, but not over substance. 


Thus, principle VIII states: “There shall be representa- 
tive government embracing multi-party democracy, reg- 
ular elections, universal adult suffrage, a common 
voters’ roll, and, in general, proportional representa- 
tion.” Principle XV1 says: “Government shall be struc- 
tured at national provincial and local levels.”’ (That is, 
there must be a greater or lesser degree of federalism.) 


With such a high degree of consensus, political parties 
have more to lose by walking out of the process than by 
taking part. Nonetheless, though a two-thirds majority 
can almost be assured for the passage of the constitu- 
tion—even if deadlines appear too strict to be met 
without high-profile mediation—the consequences of 
not attaining universal acceptance have to be faced. 
Walkouts, or any other inipasse, would thus be retrogres- 
sive, since they would be likely to lead to bloodshed. 


Inkatha’s demand for international mediation, which it 
raised again this week at the level of the constitutional 
committee of the CA, is the most cogent example of what 
can go wrong. 


In one sense it is far too soon for such mediation to be 
contemplated or necessary; in another, Inkatha is 
demanding that it be taken seriously every step of the way. 
Thus it wants the proposal of international mediation 
accepted at this early stage—still in block 1—to demon- 
strate precisely how keenly it feels about strong federalism. 


This, presumably, is what the international mediators 
will have to mediate upon. Meanwhile, even small obsta- 
cles have the unsettling potential of becoming big ones. 


Inkatha Calls Ist CA Reports ‘Garbage’

13 SAPA—The Inkatha Freedom Party [IFP] caused a 
stir on Monday when it tried to stall the first general 
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discussion of Constitutional Assembly [CA] theme com- 
mittee reports, which it described as “garbage’’. 


After some debate, CA Cha:rman Mr Cyril Ramaphosa 
appealed to the IFP’s Mr Peter Smith to refrain from 
using such “emotive, insulting and offensive” language 
before ruling that discussion could continue. At the start 
of the 46-member CA Constitutional Committee 
meeting, with the main agenda item being the discussion 
of reports from the six theme committees, Mr Smith said 
the IFP viewed the reports as “simply extraordinarily 
disappointing’ and “largely garbage”. 


Theme committees were supposed to process submis- 
sions from political parties and the public, yet the reports 
contained no submissions from civil society. Despite 
pleas from the IFP last year, no provision had been made 
for minority reports in cases of dissent and areas of 
consensus and dissent had not been highlighted as the 
theme committees had been mandated to do. The IFP 
proposed that the reports be sent back to the theme 
committees for redrafting and then resubmitted to the 
Constitutional Committee for debate. Mr Smith 
repeated: “They are garbage”’. 


Mr Johnny de Lange (ANC) said he had come to Parlia- 
ment in a good mood on Monday but now had to refer to 
Mr Smith “with some restraint”. Mr Smith and the IFP 
were “taking chances” and should have raised the issues 
at the theme committees. “I, for one, reject what he is 
saying,” Mr de Lange said. 


Dr Blade Nzimande (ANC) said from his experience in 
theme committee | (on the character of the democratic 
state) he “‘can’t but help feel it would be better if the IFP 
told us what their real concerns are’’. Similar “temper 
tantrums” to those which emerged at the World Trade 
Centre negotiations were again resurfacing. 


Mr Pravin Gordhan (ANC) asked for a ruling whether 
“garbage” was parliamentary language. 


Freedom Front leader General Constand Viljoen said 
members were not fully prepared for discussion because the 
reports had only been received at 4PM on Friday. He 
suggested the reports be referred to the panel of constitu- 
tional experts, or the theme committee technical experts, to 
extract issues and to guide the constitutional committee on 
the sequence in which it should debate the issues. 


Mr Colin Eglin (DP [Democratic Party]) said there was 
general uncertainty on the process that had been 
embarked on and tie suggested discussion on Monday 
should concentrate on the two completed reports. 


Mr Ramaphosa said it appeared the general view was 
that the IFP’s proposal for the discussion to be delayed 
should not be adopted. He said he and Deputy Chairman 
Mr Leon Wessels felt that all parties were imbued with 
‘‘a great deal of integrity” and “emotive” words were not 
needed in the deliberations. Discussions could be con- 
ducted in language that was not “insulting or offensive’. 
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“I, for one, don’t like the word ‘garbage’. Perhaps one 
should implore Mr Smith, with his wide knowledge of 
the English language, to be careful,” Mr Ramaphosa 
said. But Mr Smith had raised some important issues, he 
added. Mr Ramaphosa said submissions from civil 
society could possibly be incorporated in supplementary 
reports and the committee needed to examine the role of 
experts. He ruled the committee should discuss the 
reports, try to identify areas of agreement and disagree- 
ment and then decide how best to deal with them further. 


Zulu Royals Back IFP, Reject King’s Council

between Inkatha Freedom Party [IFP]-supporting Zulus 
and those backing King Goodwill Zwelithini widened on 
Friday with the Zulu royal house rejecting the royal 
councii appointed by the king. 


In a statement issued on Friday night, the royal house 
said it rejected the “so-called royal council” and Prince 
Sifiso Zulu, the council’s spokesman. 


Prince Sifiso has received the public backing of King 
Goodwill but the royal house said it did not know him. 


The statement followed a meeting attended by some 200 
of the 300 Zulu chiefs at Ulundi in KwaZulu/Natal on 
Friday, which was called by Premier Frank Mdlalose. 


The meeting, which went ahead in defiance of an order 
by King Goodwill to cancel it, was also attended by 
Home Affairs Minister and Inkatha Freedom Party 
President Mangosuthu Buthelezi. 


Mr Buthelezi told the meeting the fate of the Zulu 
Kingdom was in the balance. 


He said the continuing rift between traditional leaders and 
King Goodwill was threatening the kingdom’s future. 


The royal house said no a single section of it recognised 
“Mr Zulu”, who was confronted by Mr Buthelezi and 
manhandled by a bodyguard in a SABC [South African 
Broadcasting Corporation] Durban studio while an 
Agenda programme was being broadcast live last year. 


The statement said ..o meeting of the royal house had 
ever resolved to establish a royal council, nor had such a 
council previously existed in the Zulu Kingdom. 


If the king had established such a council, he had never 
informed the royal house or told it the names of its 
members. 


In a separate statement issued on Friday night, the 
chiefs, the royal house and Iso Lesizwe (the Eye of the 
Nation) all of who attended the Ulundi meeting, reiter- 
ated the demand for international mediation to resolve 
the issue of provincial autonomy of KwaZulu/Natal 
before the matter was discussed by the Constitutional 
Assembly. 
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The meeting resolved that no-one under the jurisdiction 
of the chiefs should take part in local government 
elections unless such mediation took place. 


Roelf Meyer, minister of provincial affairs and constitu- 
tional development, was criticised for having rejected 
the need to accommodate traditional leaders in local 
government elections, and his deputy Valli Moosa for 
saying there was no relationship between local govern- 
ment and the issue of international mediation. 


The joint statement said the government was to be 
deplored for failing to deliver promises in the interim 
constitution to protect traditional leaders and commu- 
nities through local government structures in rural areas 
which would respect the integrity and functions of tra- 
ditional authorities. 


Mr Buthelezi said the issue of international mediation, 
which was apparently being delayed, was a matter of 
grave concern. 


ANC Implicated in Boesak Funds Abuse Row

[FBIS Transcribed Text] Cape Town—The report on 
Allan Boesak’s foundation, which shocked the nation 
this week, has drawn the African National Congress into 
the row over the abuse of funds intended for social 
upliftment programmes. 


Funds were diverted from the Foundation for Peace and 
Justice to finance travel arrangements of ANC cam- 
paigners during last year’s general election, the founda- 
tion’s former financial director Freddy Steenkamp has 
claimed. And top ANC figures, including MEC [Member 
of the Executive Council] for Economic Affairs in the 
Western Cape and Western Cape ANC leader Chris 
Nissen, also allegedly received payments from the foun- 
dation. These payments are attributed io “crisis relief’ in 
the foundation’s ledger, which also mentions a payment 
of R500 [rands] for an ANC rally in 1990. 


Nissen could not be contacted for comment. Copies of 
the transactions are contained in the 600 page report but 
fail to explain the reasons for the disbursements. Provin- 
cial legislators in the Western Cape parliament docu- 
mented as having received payments from the founda- 
tion are Christmas Tinto, Johnny Issel and Vincent 
Diba. Others who allegedly received payments are 
Calvin Smith and John Neels. 


The allegation relating to travel expenses for ANC cam- 
paigners is contained in Steenkamp’s statement to the 
Johannesburg lawyers investigating financial irregulari- 
ties at the foundation on behalf of the Nordic funding 
agencies. Only a quarter of the money donated by Nordic 
countries found its way to foundation social upliftment 
projects. while the rest—R2.7 million—had found its 
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way into the pockets of foundation employees, a delega- 
tion from the Danish aid organisation, Danchurch Aid, 
claimed this week. 


Steenkamp alleged during the inquiry he had used his own 
methods of bookkeeping to hide the travelling expenses 
incurred by the foundation. A breakdown of figures to 
back his claim were not made available by Steenkamp and 
it is not known what amounts of money he alleged were 
diverted to the ANC’s travel arrangements. 


“When it appeared that travelling expenses appeared too 
high I would allocate certain sums to various projects so 
that it would appear reasonable,” claimed Steenkamp. 
Examples of such “creative bookkeeping’, Steenkamp 
said, were travel by Boesak and his wife Elna to Egypt 
and the travel expenses of ANC campaigners during the 
April election. “‘These travel disbursements did not fall 
within the aims and objectives of the foundation,” 
Steenkamp told investigators. 


ANC executive committee member Tony Yengeni said 
yesterday that to his knowledge all funding for the ANC 
election campaign had come directly from ANC headquar- 
ters. “I know of no funds that were diveried from the 
foundation to the ANC election campaign,” Yengeni said. 


Boesak was director of the foundation and leader of the 
ANC in the Western Cape during the period under 
investigation, which included the April election. Boesak 
cancelled an interview yesterday and could not be con- 
tacted for a response to the allegations. 


Danchurch lawyer Gregg Nott said the funding of the 
ANC campaigners had been an “aspect of analysis” but 
had not been the thrust of the probe. He confirmed, 
however, that Steenkamp had made claims about funds 
being diverted to travel arrangements for ANC cam- 
paigners during the election. Steenkamp had mentioned 
a trip to Namibia for that purpose, Nott said. “The focus 
of the inquiry was the workings of the Foundation for 
Peace and Justice, how it was administered and how it 
ran,” he said. The amounts spent on travel arrangements 
for ANC campaigners could only be clarified by Steen- 
kamp. “There could have been blurring between the 
ANC and the upliftment projects. We are waiting for 
explanations,” said Nott. 


Nott said his firm of attorneys, Bell, Dewar and Hall, 
would be meeting the Office for Serious Economic 
Offences (OSEO) next week. The OSEO would be con- 
ducting its own investigation and charges could be laid 
only once this was completed. 


Nott said Boesak had been repeatedly asked for expla- 
nations for irregularities but had not provided satisfac- 
tory answers. ““Money doesn’t just pour in and you say 
you can’t remember where it came from. We need the 
answers,” he said. 


Rumours that Boesak has been shifted from his post as 
ambassador-designate to the United Nations in Geneva 
to a lower-profile government position could not be 
confirmed yesterday. 
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Concerns About Corruption in Government Viewed

to a colleague late last year about the poor performance 
of South African cricketers. 


If only the country had proper training facilities, South 
Africa’s sportsmen could really shine, he said. A certain 
businessman was prepared to donate a lot of money 
towards such a facility, if only a gambling licence could 
be secured. The cabinet minister said he was confident 
his colleague would do all he could to promote cricket. 


On another occasion, a deputy minister approached a 
colleague about a corruption investigation into the 
affairs of a powerful businessman who was doing “so 
much good for the country”. The deputy minister 
expressed confidence that the colleague would “do his 
best by heir friend”’. 


For the moment, suggestions of impropriety in President 
Nelson Mandela’s government are limited to tales such 
as these: winks and hints and rumours whispered in the 
restaurants of Pretoria rather than the proven corruption 
that took place under National Party [NP] rule. 


As yet, there is no ANC equivalent of Pietie du Plessis’ 
crooked property deals, Hennie van der Walt’s embez- 
zling of clients’ funds or the Department of Develop- 
ment Aid’s toilets in the veld. 


The fear is, however, that corrupt government was so 
entrenched in the more than 40 years during which the NP 
was in power that, while the faces at the top might have 
changed, the old way of doing business has survived. 


It was with this in mind that Mr Mandela, opening the 
ANC’s conference in Bloemfontein last year, called for a 
new morality in the country’s leadership to defy the 
legacy of ‘“‘corruption and self-enrichment” and “ram- 
pant pillaging of public funds” inherited from the NP. 


At the close of the conference, he scorned the written text 
and spoke from his gut, warning the incoming executive 
members and his cabinet of the corruptive potential of 
power. 


It is accepted that politicians meet businessmen to get 
their support for government programmes and initia- 
tives. They, in turn, are “networked” by businessmen 
who recognise their enormous power to influence the 
granting of contracts, tenders and licences. 


These relationships often lead to invitations to politi- 
cians to weekends on game farms and all expenses paid 
visits to gambling resorts. When politicians accept these 
invitations and the businessmen “coincidentally” ben- 
efit, the politicians open themselves to accusations of 
corruption. 
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Mr Mandela’s impeccable track record allows him to 
hobnob with the rich and famous without questions 
being asked about his political morality. He spent his 
1993 Christmas holidays in the Bahamas with Heinz 
chairman Tony O'Reilly and publicly launched his book 
at the home of Auto and General insurance founder- 
chairman Douw Steyn. Other politicians, however sound 
their reputations, risk inviting suspicion. 


An NP cabinet minister spent a hunting weekend as the 
guest of a major stockbroker shortly before the Johan- 
nesburg Stock Exchange went wild over the news of 
former Finance Minister Derek Keys’s resignation. The 
politician knew about the impending resignation, but 
one must accept his good word that he never shared this 
confidence with his host, who was coincidentally a major 
financial contributor to the NP. It was either a case of 
bad timing or of poor judgment. 


Given the temptations, what concerns people most about 
che new government is the presence in influential posi- 
tions of people whose poor track records raise doubts 
about their ability to honour the electorate’s trust. 


Safety and Security Deputy Minister Joe Matthews was 
charged with stealing R 1 20,000 [rands] from a trust fund 
in 1984 while practising as an attorney in Gaborone, 
Botswana. He pleaded not guilty and skipped the 
country while on bail of R11,000. A warrant for his 
arrest was still in force in Botswana last year. 


Of greater concern, perhaps, is the person who received 
the most support in the ANC’s national executive com- 
mittee election—former Transkei military leader and 
now Deputy Minister of Environment Bantu Holomisa. 
During a visit to the former homeland last week Mr 
Mandela said that millions if not billions of rands had 
been embezzled by officials in the administration. The 
legacy of financial chaos Mr Holomisa left to the new 
Eastern Cape government must surely, at the very least, 
raise questions about his competence as a manager. 


The person who was elected with the third highest number 
of votes to the national executive committee, despite an 
attempt by a special committee set up by Mr Mandela to 
exclude him, was former ANC youth leader Peter Mokaba. 
Remembered for the chant “kill the boer, kill the farmer” 
Mr Mokaba, who is the chairman of the parliamentary 
committee on tourism chaired the National fourism 
Forum. An investigation has been launched into the 
forum’s affairs after R100,000 went missing and allega- 
tions were made of irregular payments. 


While he says he is innocent of any wrong-doing, having 
initiated the investigation himself, the alleged corruption 
in an organisation he controlled raises the question of his 
competence to lead. 


The recipient of the fifth largest number of votes on the 
ANC’s national executive committee was Deputy Arts 
and Culture Minister Winnie Mandela. Since being 
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convicted of the kidnapping which led to the death of 
township youth Stompie Sepei her conduct has been 
questioned repeatedly. 


Incidents have included her stay in a Cape Town hotel 
with her bodyguards at taxpayers’ expense, her relation- 
ship with convicted illegal diamond buyer Hazel Crane 
and allegations contained in court papers that she char- 
tered a jet, using a letterhead of a poverty relief organi- 
sation she heads, to fly business associates on a diamond 
buying spree to Angola. A more worrying incident was 
the launch last week of her daughter Zinzi Mandela- 
Hlongwane’s promotion company, Simunye, at a govern- 
ment function. 


ANC leadership at provincial level has not escaped 
allegations of impropriety either. A legal inquiry found 
this week that the party’s former leader in the Western 
Cape and ambassador designate to the UN in Geneva, 
Dr Allan Boesak had enriched himself substantially from 
donor funds managed by his Foundation for Peace and 
Justice. The findings were detailed in a report after 
Scandinavian donors commissioned an investigation 
into the misuse of R2.4-million by the foundation. Dr 
Boesak now faces possible criminal charges. 


The former agriculture minister in the Northwest, Rocky 
Malebane- Metsing, now special adviser to Premier Popo 
Molefe, is involved in a row concerning an irregular loan 
of R15.5-million made by the parastatal Agribank during 
his tenure as minister. 


The retention of people like Mrs Mandela, Mr Mokaba 
and Mr Matthews in high office raises questions about 
Mr Mandela’s judgment. But ANC insiders attribute 
their presence to his attempts to hold his disparate party 
and volatile government together. 


They quote Lyndon Johnson’s aphorism regarding J 
Edgar Hoover “‘it’s probably better to have him inside 
the tent pissing out, than outside pissing in.” 


But as the politicians, the bureaucrats and the electorate 
look towards the example set by the leaders who have been 
advanced despite their conduct, the temptation to emulate 
these role models grows—and becomes easier to justify. 


‘Nationwide Chaos’ Said Threatening ANC

opens the important session of Parliament on Friday, he 
will be eager to build on the progress achieved in 
political reconciliation and economic reconstruction. 


Hopefully, in an effort to paint a positive picture, he will 
not remain silent about the nationwide chaos that is 
casting a long shadow over his government. 
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Every day, South Africans experience disorder that rivals 
the unrest of the previous regime. It creates the impres- 
sion that South Africa has reached a watershed. The 
hope that the country would experience a peaceful pos- 
telection phase of political stability is gradually begin- 
ning to fade. 


The political and economic pains of the former dispen- 
sation were attributed to the intolerance of the minority 
government toward the wishes of the majority.

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Viljoen Reaffirms Afrikaner Role in Government

the party of apartheid, the Conservative Party [CP] is 
like a boxer refusing to get into the ring, and the ANC 
wants to muster votes in the municipal elections through 
the Truth Commission. This is what Freedom Front 
leader General Constand Viljoen said during an inter- 
view with Chris Moolman. 


The whole story of the Truth Commission is being 
driven by a number of English liberals who initiated the 
whole thing, and who were always the enemy of the 
Afrikaner, the general said. 


And because the Afrikaners were so involved in the 
former security forces, the view is growing that the 
ANC’s aim is to concentrate on the security forces of the 
past and also on the government that controlled those 
security forces. 


“Iam convinced that the ANC’s actual purpose with this 
commission is, in fact, to resuscitate the old apartheid 
ghosts so it can exploit them with an eye on the October 
municipal elections,” said Gen. Viljoen. 


Gen. Viljoen said the Freedom Front realized that as a 
small party it had a role to play. 


“Afrikaners can either withdraw completely from poli- 
tics, like the Conservative Party has done, or decide to 
somehow pave themselves a path in the new political 
setup. We have come to the conclusion that you cannot 
charge at 400 people when you only have nine people. 


“We have, therefore, decided to be constructive. We 
have at all costs avoided being involved in a dog fight. 
We have decided to concentrate on the quality of our 
contribution because we know very well that the ANC is 
not fully geared to the task of governing.” 


Gen. Viljoen said the Afrikaner must in no way isolate 
himself from the new politics in South Africa. “As a 
significant minority group we have to make ourselves 
indispensable. We are indispensable anyway. If we can 
emphasize our indispensability through our actions and 
through the advice we can give, then we have the 
strongest form of bargaining possible to us. With one- 
man, one-vote we will get nowhere; but from the point of 
view of value, we can still be worth a lot.” 


Gen. Viljoen said in view of the forthcoming municipal 
elections, new political lines may have to be drawn in 
Afrikaner ranks. The NP is still the old apartheid party. 
It still carries the baggage of the old apartheid. The NP 
has not yet acquired a new political vision. The Afri- 
kaner now must aim at the best form of cultural survival. 
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The Afrikaner has yet to experience the misery that has 
hit him. The uhuru [Swahili for ‘freedom’] spirit of 
1994’s election still is going to show its colors. ““We have 
to accept that as whites, but especially as Afrikaners, 
there is going to be a greater awareness that something 
has to be done that will ensure our survival as a closely 
knit minority group. This is what the next election will 
be all about, not to defeat the ANC. It will be more 
important to us to make sure that the right constitution 
is in place,” Gen. Viljoen said. 


Regarding an Afrikaner homeland [volkstaat]), Gen. 
Viljoen said as an ideal for the future they would, of 
course, ultimately want a place for the Afrikaners where 
there will not be the enormous danger of being pushed 
out by numbers. 


“I have said before it’s an ideal for us to strive toward. 
There are a few things that we have to know. The 
Afrikaner has lost his political power. We don’t have it 
and we won’t get it back. The majority situation is going 
to increasingly apply. There will be no power-sharing 
after the next election. The Afrikaners must, however, 
have the assurance that somewhere there will be an 
anchor for them. This anchor is a volkstaat. 


“The minimum we must accept is a region—not even as 
big as we had thought in the past—that is the anchor for 
Afrikanerhood. There we will have our own language, 
our own university, our own technical college, our own 
broadcasting station, our own television station. 


“It is also the area where we will resettle the Afrikaners 
who have been pushed out by affirmative action,” Gen. 
Viljoen said. 


He added that it was clear there has been a modification 
of the volkstaat idea up until now, based on the reality of 
the situation in South Africa. “The idea of a sovereign 
independent country still exists, but let us not decide 
now what must be decided in 20, 50 years from now.” 


“An Afrikaner volkstaat cannot be bought off the shelf, 
but it is a vital element for the Afrikaner’s continued 
existence.” 


Gen. Viljoen said the exact boundaries of a volkstaat are 
no longer important. What was indeed important was 
the principle of a volkstaat. The boundaries being agreed 
on now could perhaps change later. Concerning the CP 
and the AWB [Afrikaner Weerstandsbeweging; Afri- 
kaner Resistance Movement], Gen. Viljoen said he did 
not think the AWB had a future as an organization. It has 
destroyed itself. 


Unfortunately the CP had, at the most critical moment 
for the Afrikaner and at a time when it was really 
necessary to do something, decided not to participate in 
the elections. 


“It is like a boxer who wants to win a fight and yet 
refuses to get into the ring. But now it seems the CP has 
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become aware of its mistakes, and I welcome that, but 
the CP still will have to learn a few more lessons.” 


“The first is that you have to decide in time what you want 
to do and then carry it out. It does not pay to come forward 
with big, grandiose ideas that are always too late.” 


AWB Makes ‘Veiled Threat’ To Resume Violence

could not commit his organisation to a suspension of the 
armed struggle, if the cutoff date for amnesty was extended 
to 11 May 1994, AWB [Afrikaner Weerstandsbeweging; 
Afrikaner Resistance Movement] leader Mr Eugene Terre- 
blanche told the Joint Justice Committee on Wednesday. 
“There would be no compromise without rapprochement,” 
Mr Terreblanche said in his oral evidence on the promotion 
of national unity and reconciliation bill. 


He concluded his address with a veiled threat that 
violent acts could resume if the demands of the AWB 
were not met. Committee members should take note of 
the extent of the acts of violence committed by AWB 
members. He handed over a summary of alleged 
rightwing crimes and said it should be distributed to and 
be taken note of by all committee members. “I plead 
with you let this not continue,” he said. 


The committee could not force commitments from him. 
Only once his followers, in prison for acts of violence 
committed in the run up to the 1994 general election, 
were granted amnesty would they enter negotiations to 
determine the way forward. It was unreasonable of the 
committee to force future concessions from him in 
exchange for the extension of the cutoff date. “Let the 
soldiers come home, the war is over.” 


Mr Terreblanche arrived with four khaki-clad Wenkom- 
mando [victory commando] members and two bodyguards 
from the paramilitary Ystergarde [iron guard] unit. His 
entire address was in Afrikaans and special translation 
facilities were arranged for committee members. More than 
100 members of the AWB and other rightwingers had 
started the armed struggle—not against the present govern- 
ment, but the previous government who had sold out the 
Afrikaner. ‘“‘We have not committed any acts of violence 
against the present government.” Amnesty extended to 
include all actions committed until the day of President 
Nelson Mandela’s inauguration would set the scene for a 
continued peaceful settlement in the country. All soldiers 
who fought in the name of freedom should be given the 
same treatment. Imprisoned AWB members should be 
afforded the same opportunity as Mr Robert McBride and 
Mr Barend Strydom who received amnesty for acts of terror. 


It was a pity that Mr Terreblanche had scorned the 
opportunity to give the assurance that a new reign of 
terror would not start were the cutoff date extended, Mrs 
Dene Smuts (DP [Democratic Party]) said. Several ANC 
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members, speaking in Afrikaans, welcomed Mr Terre- 
blanche’s address to the committee, but expressed dis- 
appointment that he would not unconditionally commit 
his organisation to accept the conditions of the new 
Constitution. Mr Terreblanche remained adamant that 
no commitment could be sought from the AWB before a 
“climate conducive to negotiation” had been created 
with the extension of the amnesty. They were in favour 
of an open amnesty process, AWB chief negotiator Mr 
Fred Rundle told the committee. 


Committee co-Chair Mr Johnny de Lange accused Mr 
Terreblanche of having spoken to members in a “snide” 
and disparaging tone. 


Right Wing ‘Bewildered’ by Nuclear Allegations

arms caches containing a Buccaneer fighter aircraft, GS 
and G6 cannon and several nuclear warheads, if a report 
this week by Britain’s Channel 4 is to be believed. 


Said to be behind these arms caches is the once shadowy 
Volkseenheidkomitee (Vekom) of general Tienie Groe- 
newald, now a Freedom Front senator. It is exactly on 
this point that the new allegations tend to fall apart. 


Rightwingers found themselves bewildered as the allega- 
tions reached South African shores. Some even called it 
part of a “communist plot” to discredit the rightwing in 
the run-up to the October local elections. 


A WEEKLY MAIL & GUARDIAN [WM&G] investigation 
into the allegations indicates the allegations may be nothing 
more than a concoction of urban legend, some fact, and 
rumours that were circulating prior to the 1994 elections. 


Channel 4 also listed people it said were members of 
Vekom: for instance, the Hestigte Nasionale Party’s 
[Reformed National Party] Jaap Marais and the Boere 
Weerstandsbeweging’s [Boer Resistance Movement— 
BWB] Andrew Ford—neither of whom would be seen 
dead with real Vekom members such as Groenewald. 


It is true that Doctor Wally Grant, once intimately 
involved in South Africa’s secret nuclear weapons pro- 
gramme, is a member of Vekom. As far as can be 
ascertained, this fervent volkstater’s involvement in 
Vekom has never been more than purely political. 


It is also true that the BWB once attempted to establish 
an arms cache after having stolen equipment from a 
Pietersburg military base.

Political Violence 


General Comment 


The almost 50 percent increase in political deaths from 
December's toll of 100 to the 146 deaths recorded this 
month sounds alarm bells for the sustainability of the 
relative peacefulness that has prevailed since the elections. 


KwaZulu/Natal’s toll of 109 is the highest recorded in 
that province since the April elections and represents 77 
percent of the national total of political killings. This 
death toll is a marked increase on the post election 
average of 75 deaths a month. An increase in political 
violence here puts the local government election regis- 
tration process in serious jeopardy, especially as many 
chiefs continue to refuse to participate in the local 
transition process. 


Thirteen people were killed and 97 injured in industrial 
conflict during January. The increasingly violent nature 
of industrial conflicts raises concern about the behaviour 
of unions, management and the security forces during 
such conflicts. 


Major Massacres 


One incident occurred in which 10 people were killed 
during January. Ten mineworkers died and 83 were 
injured in fighting at the Vaal Reefs mine near Orkney, 
north west. The conflict concerned the role of shaft 
marshals and a bus boycott. Two people were killed in an 
earlier incident at the same mine. 


Victims—i4 women were killed and 5 injured during 
January, a drop from the 32 killed and 17 injured during 
December.—17 children died and 6 were injured in 
political violence this month.—in cases where it was 
possible to identify the affiliation of victims:

Top Foreign Affairs Officials Resign, Retire

The rationalisation of the South African and homeland 
departments of Foreign Affairs into one department and 
the preference that is being accorded to applicants from 
outside the department with an eye on affirmative action 
has many incumbent diplomats fearing they will not 
advance within the department.

At the end of March, all four of the deputy director- 
general posts will be vacant. 


Deputy director of the African division, Derek Auret, 
will leave the department at the end of the month to take 
up a position as chairman of the Public Service Com- 
mission in the Western Cape. 


Although the reasons for his resignation are attributed to 
a desire to live in Cape Town, the fact is that his new post 
is promotion to director-general status within the civil 
service, which he wouid have been unlikely to secure in 
the Department of Foreign Affairs. 


He leaves behind a division which does not have one 
chief director (the post below that of deputy director- 
general). All four of the posts became vacant in the past 
two years and they can only be filled by the five Foreign 
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Affairs department have been rationalised. The division 
will have to be taken care of by the three remaining 
directors. 


Deputy director-general of the overseas division, Albert 
van Niekerk, has given notice that he will be taking early 
retirement. 


He said this week that he was leaving for personal reasons 
and did not want to discuss the matter. He added, however, 
that he supported the changes that were taking place in the 
top structures in the civil service and believed that his 
departure would contribute to this process. 


“I am a young man...there are opportunities for a new 
career,” he said. 


While sources in the department said his retirement 
would take effect at the end of March, Mr van Niekerk 
said this would be determined by the Public Service 
Commission. 


He leaves two chief directors to oversee his division. 


Deputy director-general Jeremy Shearer, who had 
reached retirement age, left the department before the 
elections last year. His post has still not been filled and 
the division is being overseen by two chief directors. 


Deputy director-general of administration Evert Riekert 
retired in the middle of last year for health reasons. One 
chief director remains to oversee the division. 


The department is being headed by former Foreign 
Affairs director-general Rusty Evans. Althcugh he was 
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appointed to head the department in an acting capacity 
many months ago, his position has not been confirmed, 
creating a sense of unease.

I would like to congratulate our comrades 
in Jamba for their titanic efforts, but the information 
sector must back Vorgan [words indistinct] Vorgan. but 
we are there. Let us leave the present. What do we want 
ts do with Vorgan? Sometimes, it is not on the air 
because there is a lack of fuel. We cannot take care of all 
those details. That is the responsibility of the informa- 
tion sector. 


The TERRA ANGOLANA newspaper is another case in 
point. Often, it gets here late, or then it is poorly 
distributed. To be candid, I no longer recognize TERRA 
ANGOLANA as the UNITA newspaper. It seems more 
like a foreign newspaper. It does not reflect the party's 
stand. Could it be through a lack of guidance? Could it be 
a deliberate diversion? We cannot criticize anybody for 
all these problems [words indistinct] which is why the 
information sector will have an extremely important 
role.

[Tostevin] Now, what has the response of the authorities 
in Guinea-Bissau been?

[Tostevin] Now, is this being seen as an accident or is it 
being seen as an operation which the Senegalese specif- 
ically carried out against a target in Guinea-Bissau? 


[Diaz] Both. I suppose both. In the afternoon, the foreign 
minister of Guinea-Bissau said that I don’t believe that it 
was an attack premeditated but in Ponta-Rosa, where the 
attack happened, I spoke with the military commander 
for the Northern Region and he said: Well, the Sene- 
galese Air Force, they knew what they ‘vere doing. 


[Tostevin] Now, is it realistic to think that the MFDC 
separatists from Casamance are operating from bases in 
Guinea-Bissau? 


[Diaz] It’s too soon. It’s very early to say. 
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[Tostevin] When you were there did you speak to any- 
body from the Casamance separatists? 


[Diaz] No, no, no, no, no, no. 


[Tostevin] Now, what does this really mean for the relation- 
ship between Guinea-Bissau and Senegal? Is it possible that 
the governments are going to be at each others’ throat, that 
they may close the border, and so forth?

do admit that military aircraft were used and that bombs 


were dropped, but they completely deny that anything 
went into Guinea-Bissau territory. 


[Harper] Why would the Senegalese Government want 
to deny that their planes have dropped bombs into 
Guinea-Bissau? 


[Winter] Well, I don’t think they have actually denied 
that they have dropped bombs yet. It is just that they 
haven’t made any comment. Maybe, they are trying to 
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find out exactly what went wrong. If it is true that 
Senegalese planes dropped bombs in Bissau, presum- 
ably, it was a mistake. 


[Harper] And what does the population of Ziguinchor 
have to say about this incident? 


[Winter] Well, they are very shocked at the moment, and 
they are not scared yet because the security in Ziguinchor, as

According to LE SOLEIL, the attack left several 
people injured. The paper gave no further details. 


The local police and security commissioner in the 
Cacheu Region of Guinea-Bissau said at the weekend 
that at least once person was hurt in the attack. Friday’s 
attack followed two recent incidents, including a rebel 
ambush in which two Senegalese soldiers were killed and 
five others injured last month. A dissident faction of the 
armed Casamance Democratic Forces Movement 
(MFDC) has breached a ceasefire signed by the main- 
stream movement and the government in July 1993. 


The MFDC separatists have been struggling for indepen- 
dence in the tourist region of southern Senegal for more 
than 10 years, arguing that their mainly animist commu- 
nities have been “colonised’”’ by the largely Moslem 
north. The incidents have raised fears of renewed 
fighting between the MFDC and the Senegalese Govern- 
ment. Clashes between the two sides claimed an esti- 
mated 1,000 lives in the 12 months prior to the July 1993 
ceasefire. After the earlier clashes, Guinea-Bissau’s Pres- 
ident Joao Bernardo Vieira condemned destabilising 
activities by Casamance separatists operating out of his 
country and called on local people to denounce them.

Rebel Leader Puts Conditions on Nuns’ Freedom

Sierra Leone rebel leader Foday Sankoh has told Italy’s 
ambassador here that he wants medicines and a satellite 
phone before seven kidnapped nuns are released, diplo- 
matic sources here said Monday [13 February]. Revolu- 
tionary United Front (RUF) leader Sankoh told Ambas- 
sador Ranieri Fornari in a radio conversation on 
Saturday that these items plus a generator were a pre- 
condition for the release of the nuns, the sources said. 
Fornari demanded their immediate release “without any 
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preconditions’. He was also allowed to speak to all seven 
nuns, who include six Italians and one Brazilian, and are 
said to be “in very high spirits”. 


The women were kidnapped during a raid on Kambia, 
80 kilometres (50 miles) north of here, on January 25. 
They are currently believed to be held near the centre of 
the west African country. Last week Sankoh demanded 
the same three items as a pre-condition for starting peace 
talks with the military government. 


Meanwhile, four passengers in a crowded truck were 
killed Monday morning and seven others suffered 
serious gunshot wounds in an ambush at the village of 
Matoir, 90 kilometres (55 miles) east of the capital, 
defence officials said. The dead and injured were 
brought to Freetown, while the whereabouts of another 
16 people who disappeared into the bush is unknown. 


The truck was travelling without military escort as the 
road was considered relatively safe, officials said. The 
road was cordoned off for three hours afterwards as 
soldiers stationed around 25 kilometres (15 miles) away 
tried to find the rebels. In the south, they said heavy air 
and artillery bombardment has been launched against a 
village just outside the rebel-held town of Matru, 155 
kilometres (95 miles) southeast of Freetown, in a bid to 
“dislodge” rebels from the area. 


Rebels fled there after being ousted from the Sierra 
Rutile mine, 135 kilometres (85 miles) south-east of 
Freetown. Sierra Rutile, which extracts an ore of tita- 
nium, and the neighbouring bauxite-producing mine 
operated by the Sierra Leone Ore and Metal Company 
(Sieromco) came under heavy rebel attack in January. 


At least seven foreigners and seven Sierra Leoneans 
working at the two mines were kidnapped during the 
fighting. A Sieromco spokesman said Monday that tem- 
porary workers had been laid off on January 31, but 
declined to say how many. The spokesman added that a 
restart of the operations “will depend on the extent of the 
damages caused and on the future development of the 
situation in general.” 


Local journalists described looting in the area as “‘mas- 
sive” and said TVs, videos, furniture and vehicles were 
removed across a river to Matru. Some looted company 
vehicles had been painted with the words “RUF-Sierra 
Leone”’, one journalist said. [passage omitted]
